5- B.s ACTIVITIES IN DENMARK :' . 

(i) _ As Commander of the "Sipo" and "3D" of DENMARK, , 

B.s main task was to ensure- that peace and order prevailed in 
occupied DENMARK. He was responsible for tho smooth running of tho 
various depts of the "Sipo" and "SD" (soo appendices I to VI ) 
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(ii) The chief source of trouble in DENi&ARK was the Danish 
Resistance Movement. Since BV took over office in Jan 1%4, . 
the attacks on Gormans especially members of the SS, increased 
daily, also sabotage and strikos, and with the Allied Military 
successes in the field the incidents grew in soverity noticeably 
since end of 1944* 



SHOOTING OF 11 DANES! 

(a) In Aug/Sep 1944, 11 Danes, all members of the Resistance 

movement and considered very dangerous, wore hold under arrest oithor 
at the concentration Camp at HORSEROKD, or in the polioo Prison in 
COPENHAGEN (3i does not remember oxaot Ideation)* . 



•(b) As normally NO membors of tho resistance movement or other 

Danos -,verc sent into tho REICH, B. suggested cnipotent- 

iary of tho Reich for DENMARK, that as a deterrent the cloven members 
were to be 3ont to GERMANY. Dr. BEST although against such action 

eventually agreod to it. / 



( o) SS/Stbf .^OFBMAN^ f of Sootlon IV ; (Gestapo) ( see appendix IV) 

was chared ^Htir^the ’"orrangomonta , i.o. guards and transport.

(d) In tho vicinity of ROoKILDE tho Danos riotod, and tho guard 

shot all of them* The truck rcturnod with tho bodioa to COPENHAGEN, 
whero B. tliinks they wore deposited in a Garage at tho SHET.T, HOUSE* B. 
states not to have viewed tho bodies. 

(0) B. informod Dr. BEIT, of the incidont and suggested to him 
that an appropiato report should be published in tho Danish controlled 
press, which was rofused, 

(f) Asked the reason for non-publication B. states that Dr. BEST, 
had an agreement with the Danos to build a now concentration camp at 
FROESlEEV. Tho Danes had agreod to build the camp after having obtained 
from Dr. BEST the promise that no Danes arrested by tho Gormans would bo 
despatched to GERMANY. Tho new camp at FROiSLEV was completed about 
the time the eleven Danos Were sent to GERMANY, and coincided with the 
transfer of prisoners from camp HORSEROED to FR0ESLE7, honco Dr. BEST 

on hearing of tho shooting forbade the publication in tho press fearing 
that another riot may break out during tho transfer of tho prisoners 
to FROESLEV. 

(g) The dead bodies wore apparently discovered by some Danes, 
and rumours about the shooting began to ciroulato with tho rosult 
that it was published first in tho Swedish press to the effoct that 
11 Danes were shot at DAGMAR houso. To counteract same Dr. BEST 
arranged for a denial to bo published in the Danish oontrollod 
press. This proved to bo disastrous for tho D§nes wont on strike, 
and tho Danish underground press published an article to tho effect 
that B. was responsible for the shooting of 11 Danes, and posters 
denouncing B» a murderer appeared all ovor DENMARK. 

(h) A Dane named SWENNINGSEN, Secretary of the Danish Government, 
made enquiries, and consequently a full (?) report of tho facts wore 
published in the Danish controlled press. 

(1) B. denies having anything to do with the cold blooded murder 
nor given orders to that effect. Ho made a full report to Dr. BEST 
and S3 & Polizoifuehror FANKE, but NO aotion against the Guards were 
taken. B. when told that it was impossible to shoot 11 un-armed men 
for rioting, and that a warning would have suffiood, states that owing 
to tho existing hatrod the guard shot them all and made M roin tish" 
(cleared tho dock). B. doos not remember the names of tho guard.
